TROUTSEASON 


Near Approach of Opening of Fish­ 


ing Season for Speckled Beauties 


Wakes up the Anglers. Fish Said 


to be Plentiful. 


Trout fishing will lie the next lure 
of the sportsman, 
and already there 
are many who are dusting off their 
reels in anticipation of a day or two 
along the streams on and after April 
lft, when the season opens in Pennsyl­ 
vania. There are plenty of trout in 
the brooks, according to the hest stories 
of the anglers, 
who have tieen so 
anxious to do a 
little inspecting for 
themselves that they could not stay 
away, even when the 
ice was yet 
sticking around the edges. 
And this 
has hot been many days since,with the 
late spring which we have Imen hav 
ing 
However, there were a couple of 
bright sunny days along in March 
which invited may for a ramble and 
their *tep**wcndad immediately trout 
strenmward, and what they saw only 
made Ute days teem longer from that 
time on to the approaching lftth. 
The past winter has been very favor­ 
able to the thriving of the trout. 
There was no really severe w*eather 
which froze the streams to the bottom, 
like in other years, and with the great 
amount of rain there was no crowding 
out of the smaller fish,so that there 
will he trout to all sizes.The dry sum­ 
mer may have Killed some trout,but it 
is believed that the streams were not 
so entirely dry that the fish could not 
find some deep water, and the condi­ 
tions were relieved pretty early last 
fall. 
An old fish* mum, 
who has had 
a successful experience in angling for 
“ R]*x>ckled£heauties“ , gives the follow­ 
ing hit of advice which can lie follow­ 
ed with good results by all : 
When you catch a trout too sin all 
to keep, or under the law 
lim it, lie 
sure to wet your hands liefore you touch 
it to take it from the book and put it 
tiuck in the water. The Is sly of a trout 
is covered with slime that sticks to tun 
human hand unless the hands have tieen 
wet, and when a trout bas I teen thrown 
liack into the water without this slime 
remaining on its lindy, nine cases out 
of ten the fish will die. This inforrna 
tion will Im) valuable to fishermen.**

M’VEAGHATTACKS 
G. A. ^PENSIONS 


Declares ll Has Become a 
Political List 


LOST IIS PATRIOTIC ASPECT 


Secretary of Treasury Declares Civil 


W ar Pensions Had 
No Scientific 


Basis, But Favors Civil Service Pen­ 


sions. 


Philadelphia, April 8. — Franklin 
MacVeagh, secretary of the treasury, 
attacked the Civil W ar pension list 
and at the sam e tim - expressed him­ 
self as heartily in favor of a civil ser­ 
vice pension for government employes 
in an address at the opening session 
of the fifteenth annual m eeting of the 
American Academy of Political and 
Social Science in W itherspoon hall. 
“We have 
a 
perfectly 
enorm ous 
Civil W ar pension list,” said the sec­ 
retary in the course of his rem arks, 
“which is not a credit to ua. It never 
had a scientific or a just basis, al­ 
though a worthy motive gave It origin. 
It has lost Its patriotic aspects and 
become a political list, costing the gov­ 
ernm ent about $160,000,000.” 
Continuing, 
Secretary 
MacVeagh 
said he favored a civil service pen­ 
sion. and that it was a sham e that 
200,000 employes of the governm ent 
should be unprovided for in their old 
age. 
The governm ent cannot throw 
them out, he said, so is retaining them 
at a half rate of efficiency, which in­ 
stead of economy is a great burden. 
When the meeting convened Dr. Leo 
S. Rowe, the president of the acad­ 
emy, after a few rem arks, introduced 
Secretary MacVeagh as the presiding 
officer. The latter then began his ad­ 
dress on “Civil Service Pensions.” In 
part he said: 
“This is a m aterialistic age and a 
m aterialistic country. This fact is so 
generally recognized that we are lia­ 
ble to overlook the spiritual activities 
which are the greatest the world has 
ever seen, and of which jthls academy 
is one of the evidences. 
“It is a great problem to take the 
dread away from the latter end of 
life. It is a great and noble conception 
of civilization and humanity. 
Yet it 
Is not alone a question of hum anity, 
but is one that promotes thrift and 
foresight. 


Attacks G. A. R. Pensione. 


“The one place where this move­ 
ment Is neglected Is In the United 
States governm ent. 8o far as the re­ 
tiring allowances for (tensions in the 
government are concerned, we have a 
perfectly enorm ous Civil W ar pension 
list, which is not a credit to us. It 
never had a scientific or a just basis, 
although a very worthy m otive gave 
it origin. It has lost its patriotic as­ 
pects and become a political list, cost­ 
ing the governm ent about $160,000,000 
per year. 
“Outside of that we have pensions 
or a retiring list only for arm y and 
navy officers, the supreme court and 
the public health service. The whole 
ivil list is left without any protection 
or consideration. It is most im portant 
that a pension list be established for 
the civil employes. 
It is absolutely 
necessary for the sake of the govern­ 
ment 
itself. 
We hear a lot about 
economy and efficiency in the govern­ 
ment service. 
I have tried to pro­ 
mote them myself, but ain hampered 
in my efforts to promote economy 
through efficiency because of this very 
tack of a retiring list. 
“ We cannot throw these old men 
and women out into the streets. You 
would not have us do it any more 
titan we will do it. 
Therefore we 
keep them even after their efficiency 
has deteriorated. Bo you can see why 
we are losing money by paying salar­ 
ies for inefficiency in place of having 
efficient employes and a retiring list 
for those whose efficiency has de­ 
parted. 
“Every argum ent in favor of indus­ 
trial insurance anjj pensions in com­ 
merce and industry bas full force and 
effect in the government. The trou­ 
ble lies not with congress. Congress 
Is a much more amenable body than 
It gets credit for being. 
The real 
trouble is that there is no public spirit 
on the question 
"The 
civil 
employes 
them selves 
hamper the movement because they 
ure 
divided on 
the question of 
a 
straight pension or the contributing 
system. Of course, the only system 
that ever wilt be established will be 
the contributing system, but you can’t 
get them to agree on it.”

W ashington, April 8.—-A plan for 
the furtherance of world peace was 
suggested to President Taft by W il­ 
liam J. Bryan. 
The N ebraskan spent over an hour 
at the W hite House discussing his 
project. The plan contem plates an ap­ 
plication to the field of international 
relations of the method now in use 
in some countries for the settlem ent 
of labor disputes. It is a step toward 
arbitration, and is designed, according 
to Mr. B ryan’s views, for nations that 
are not yet witling to take the full 
step for the arbitration of all inter­ 
national disputes. 
’ Colonel Bryan proposes that nations 
that will not enter into arbitration 
treaties agree to submit international 
controversies to a complete investiga­ 
tion by an international board before 
war is declared. The moral effect of 
an im partial finding of this character 
would, he believes, prevent the widen­ 
ing of a breach between two nations 
into actual warfare. 
The plan is drawn from the labor 
statutes of Canada. There it is re­ 
quired by law, in cases of labor dis­ 
putes, that before a strike is declared, 
both sides shall submit to an investi­ 
gation of the controversy by an im­ 
partial board. This board render* a 
report giving its opinion as to the 
causes and merit* of the controversy 
and offering suggestions for Its set­ 
tlement. It is not binding upon either 
side. 
The Canadian governm ent de­ 
pends u (ton public opinion entirely to 
giva effect to this report, and it has 
been found that in a large percentage 
of cases this method is sufficient to 
prevent an open rupture.

SUFFOCATED PROGRESSIVES ARE BEATEN 


lixty or Moro Bodies 
Have 
Boon 
Found and Art Boing Brought to 
Foot of Shaft — Relatives Besiege 
Entrance to Shaft 


Scranton, Pa., April 8. — Between 
feixty and seventy mine workers, of 
*hom a few were boys, lost their lives 
In the Dunmore, also called China,' 
vein 
of 
the 
Pan coast 
colliery at 
Throop. 
It was announced at the mine that 
the rescue party in the mines had 
found between sixty and seventy bod­ 
ies far down In the China, or Dun­ 
more, vein, about 2000 feet from the 
shaft, where they had evidently re­ 
treated for safety. 
None were res­ 
cued. 
The bodies of the dead are being 
collected and piled at the foot of the 
shaft. 
Fire 750 Feet Below Surface. 
The Dunmore bein of the mine is 750 
feet below the surface, making fire 
fighting difficult. The colliery is own­ 
ed by the Scranton Coal company, af­ 
filiated with the New York, Ontario A 
Western company. 
The fire which caused the mine hor­ 
ror broke out from some unknown and 
mysterious cause In the engine house 
at the foot of the shaft. Many persons 
attribute it to spontaneous combus­ 
tion. At the time there were 300 men 
and boys in the various veins and 
chambers of the mine. The flames set 
off accumulations of gas, which in­ 
creased the difficulty and doubtless in­ 
creased the loss of life. 
The scene of the mine is seething 
with excitement. It was difficult to ob­ 
tain a coherent statement from any 
one. About the head of the shaft were 
gathered thousands of people, includ­ 
ing the relatives and friends of the 
men 
entombed. 
Ropes had 
to be 
stretched to keep back the crowd and 
to prevent a stampede when the bod­ 
ies were brought out. 
The company officials acted with 
the greatest promptness when they 
learned the extent of the disaster, but 
once started the fire spread with re­ 
markable rapidity. It caught on the 
timbering of 
the shaft and spread 
along the gangway. 
It seized upon 
everything that it could devour and 
with a wall of flame separated from 
safety the men who were in distant 
chambers of the Dunmore vein. 
Government Rescuers Called. 
As soon as it was seen that the fire 
was baffling the efforts to subdue It 
word was sent for the government 
rescue car at Kingston, and thla re­ 
sponded. bringing four men equipped 
with apparatus, including helmets re­ 
sembling those of divers, for penetrat­ 
ing into smoke and the dreaded fire 
damp. 
This was tne first test of the rescue 
car and its crew. The helmeted men 
were the only ones that could pene­ 
trate Into the affected gangway, and 
they recovered the bodies found. 
Joseph Evans, head of the United 
States mine rescue car, died. A de­ 
fective rescue helmet caused him to 
suffocate while working in the burn­ 
ing mine. 
The only man brought out alive from 
the lone of the fire was Joseph Vick­ 
ers, a fire boss. Vickers finding the 
fire was becoming dangerous, accom­ 
panied by a companion, ran down the 
gangway to give the alarm. 
Before 
they had gone far their lights went 
out Vick era realized bls danger and 
started back. He missed big compan­ 
ion. He managed to get by the worst 
place on his return, but bad gone only 
a little way beyond it when he was 
overcome by smoke. Hours later he 
was found by the fire fighters. 
Vickers told the mine officials that 
there was absolutely no hope for the 
other men in the mine. “They perished 
hours ago," he said. "Nobody could 
live many minutes in such a place. 
The workings are filled with amoke, 
and there is no way for the entombed 
men U> get air." 
The three bodies recovered were 
found only a short distance from the 
fire, showing that the men who were 
driven to the end of the workings to 
escape the smoke have absolutely no 
chance of escaping. 


Boxing Bill In Jersey Legislature. 
Trenton, N. J., April 8.—A bill Is 
before the state legislature to allow 
boxing at incorporated clubs. It was 
introduced by Assemblyman Ford, of 
Hudson county. The bill provides that 
boxing -be permitted to teach one the 
art of aelf-defense and as a physical 
culture exercise.

Tbs Elsction of Martin Is a Victory 
For tho Bailey Faction and a Re­ 
buke For Bryan and Hie Followers. 


‘Washington, April 8.—United States 
Benator Martin, of Virginia, was elect­ 
ed chairman of the Democratic caucus 
of the senate. The chairmanship car­ 
ries with it the minority leadership of 
that body. 
Mr. Martin got twenty-one votes, as 
against sixteen cast for Benjamin F. 
Shively, of Indiana, three senators be­ 
ing absent—Shively, of Indiana; Till­ 
man, of South Carolina, and Terrell, 
of Georgia. 
Benator Martin Is a conservative 
and was opposed by the friends and 
follower* of William J. Bryan and 
certain so-called "progressive Demo­ 
crats,” led by Senator Stone, of Mis­ 
souri, and Senator 
Owen, of Okla­ 
homa. It has been said that the peer­ 
less leader himself has been active 
against the Virginian. 
The election of Martin Is a victory 
for the Bailey wing of the Democracy 
in the senate. All of the new Demo­ 
cratic senators except Chilton, of West 
Virginia, and John Sharp Williams, of 
Mississippi, voted against Martin. 
Senator Martin is one of the Demo­ 
crats who voted on several measures 
with the Republicans when the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law was under consider­ 
ation, and this fact has been used by 
the so-called progressive I>emocratS 
in attacking Senator Martin as a re­ 
actionary. 
All of the southern Democrats ac­ 
cept one, Senator 
Smith, of South 
Carolina, supported Mr. Martin. Some 
of (he northern Democrats, who have 
not been classed as "Insurgent,” like 
Senator O’Gorman, of New York, vot­ 
ed against the Virginia senator. 
On the other hand. Senator Culber­ 
son. of Texas, who is generally classed 
as a "progressive” or insurgent, and 
whose name was under consideration 
at one time by the Bryan senators 
for the minority leadership, voted for 
Senator Marlin. It is known t^at Sen­ 
ator Shively was favorable to Senator 
Martin and would probably have voted 
for him had he not been detained by 
illness. 
The action of the caucus was unan­ 
imous as to the other officers. Senator 
B. F. Shively, of 
Indiana, was 
elected vice chairman, and Senator 
William E. Chilton, of West Virginia, 
secretary, by acclamation. 
Chairman Martin was authorized to 
appoint a committee of nine on re­ 
organization of the committees of the 
senate. This committee will also be 
endowed with other powers, and Ii la 
possible 
later 
that a committee on 
legislation will be appointed. 


COUNT OUT WOMAN MAYOR 


City Council* Gives Election to Mar 
Opponent. 
Hunnewell, Kan , April 8. — After 
winning the mayoralty of Hunnewell, 
Mrs. Ells Wilson was counted out by 
the old city council and the certificate 
of election given to her opponent, O. 
M. Akers, who is town clerk. 
When the vote was counted Mon­ 
day night a tie was found. A law was 
discovered directing a casting of lots 
by the judges When the slips were 
drawn Mrs. Wilson won. The judges 
made a return showing her election. 
The council counted the ballots and 
reported Akers had one more vote 
than Mrs. Wilson. 
Mrs. Wilson has 
engaged lawyers to contest the case.*

lf Work la Properly Done a Tarred 
Road After Boing Opened For TrafRo 
a Short While Take* an Appearance 
Closely 
Resembling Asphalt—It la 
Waterproof and Dustless. 


Although tho problem of dust pre­ 
vention on public highways is by no 
means a new one, Its Importance has 
been greatly accentuated by the com­ 
paratively recent introduction of the 
automobile, says the Scientific Amer­ 
ican. 
The dust raising tendency of 
the latter is due to the destructive 
shearing action of the tires of the driv­ 
ing wheels aud the intense suction 
and eddying producing effect of the car 
body In passing swiftly over surfaces 
which have been already loosened up 
by tire action. 
In the days of the 
horse drawn vehicle the iron shoes of 
the horse and the tires had a tendency 
to consolidate rather than loosen ap 
the surface of a well made macadam 
road, aud the comparatively small 
amount of dust which gathered could 
be sufficiently laid by one or two dally 
trips of the watering c a rt The advent 
of the, automobile, however, bas com­ 
plicated the problem greatly, and It 
bas become necessary not merely to 
find a more efficient means for laying 
the dust, but to provide also a method 
of road construction which will more 
firmly bind the road material together 
aud enable it to atand up under the 
extreme conditions which the automo­ 
bile has iminrsed. 
The most valuable quality In any 
duat preventive is Its ability to hold 
together the finely divided material 
which is produced on or near th# sur­ 
face of the road. 
The value of any 
oil, asphalt, emulsion or w hat not lies 
at the last analysis In Its “binding 
power," and this quality In any duat 
preventive 
is 
proportionate to the 
amount of bituminous base which It 
contains.

are coal tar. refined coal tar and water 
gas tar. They may be used effectively 
either by applying them to a road al­ 
ready finished or by Incorporating them 
In the surface material of the road 
duriug construction. 
In applying the 
tar to au old road the surface should 
be thoroughly dry, comparatively warm 
and free from dust 
Moisture 
prevents 
the 
tar 
from 
pro{>er contact with the atone, and a 
cold surface stiffens the material and 
prevents Its being absorbed. 
Before 
the application is made ruts and hol­ 
lows should be filled and the surface 
brought up to a smooth and even con­ 
dition 
The tar. heated to about 190 
degrees F4. Is spread upon the road 
through a hose or by other suitable 
means and Is then thoroughly broomed 
in. 
After this bas been done, to secure 
good results, the surface treated should 
be closed to all traffic for about twelve 
hours so as to give the tar an oppor­ 
tunity to thoroughly sink In the sur 
face. 
Next a coat of clean sand or 
stone chips should be applied to absorb 
any excess tar and dry up the aorface. 
as it were. 
The road should then be 
rolled thoroughly to bring it Into con­ 
dition. 
In applying the tar In new construe 
Hon the road should be formed and 
consolidated without the use of water. 
The voids should be filled with flue 
stone chips free from dust, and cars 
must be taken not to roll the surface 
too heavily or the tar will not adhere 
properly. 
Hot tar may be applied 
through all of the courses as they are 
laid and rolled, but occasionally the 
up|H*r course only Is so treated. After 
tarring, a top dressing of material ta 
laid on and the surface la thoroughly 
rolled. The tar spreading may be don# 
either by hand, in which cats an ex­ 
cess above what Is necessary will prob 
ably be used, or It may be spread on 
by an apparatus mounted on wheels, 
the tar betag dlscberged under pres­ 
sure at the road surface by specially 
designed spraying nocsles. 
If the work be properly done, a 
tarred road after being open to traffic 
for a short while takes on an appear­ 
ance closely resembling asphalt being 
smooth and firm, practically noiseless 
and more resilient than asphalt 
It la 
largely waterproof, practically dust­ 
less, and the resistance to traction la 
leat than that of aa untreated mac-
